American Soldiers 


Prove Their Worth 


In the Recent Raid

With American Army in France, 


Feb. 26.—Details of the Franco-Amer- 
ican raid on Chemln-des-dame, Satur- 
day 
show that twenty-six 
picked 
American soldiers participated 
after 
every member of the battalion had 
volunteered. 
The Americans moved 
forward eagerly to the attack behind 
barrage flre, the first done by our 
troops. 
Some of the Americans cap- 
tures and others chased Prussian 
troops through the trenches as far as 
750 meters, going beyond 
the 
ob- 


jective sought. 
The raid had been planned care- 
fully.a rehearsal having been held the 
day before. 
The barrage flre began at 6:30 in 
the morning and continued till 6:35, 
guns of all caliber taking part. 
The Americans among the 100 In 
the attacking party were surprised 
at the precision with 
which 
tho 
French shell fell and went a. little 
faster than they should have 
and 
were within thirty yards of dropping 
shells when they reached the enemy 
line. 
Relief had just been completed 


in German trenches and officers were 
making the rounds. 
The Germans 
took shelter in dug outs roofed with 
rails and sand bags. 
The French 
shell made a direct hit and the en- 
emy scattered about the .trenches. At 
the same moment the Americans and 
French jumped in. 
There was some hand , to 
hani 
fighting but the entire enemy party 
at this point was captured. The raid- 
ers chased the enemy out 
of 
their 
shelter and the long communication 
trenches 
without 
catching 
many. 
There was some criticism of the fact 
that t le Americans were so enthusi- 
astic Uiey went beyond the objective. 
The artillery duels in the Amreican 


sector northwest of Toul grow more 
intense daily. The Germans fired a 
hundred or more shells during the- 
last twenty-four hours and late last 
evening began to bombard violently 
some of our batteries with gas and 
high explosive shells. 
The American 
artillery has replied constantly, doing 
most effective work against 
enemy 
front line trenches, his battery posi- 
tion and wireentanglements.
